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REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  SCHOOLS. 

District  No.  1,  Summer  Term. 

Taught  by  Miss  Nora  Hodgkins.    For  lack  of  numbers  this  school 
failed  to  be  either  interesting  to  the  teacher  or  profitable  to  the  pupil. 
District  No.  2,  Summer  Term. 
Taught  by  Miss  Rosie  West.    Miss  West  is  particularly  adapted  to 
teach  a  school  of  this  grade.    Neatness  of  the  school  room  and  good  order 
were  pleasing  features  of  her  school. 

Fall  Term. 

Taught  by  Miss  Minnie  Sanford.  Miss  Sanford  fully  sustained  the 
reputation  she  has  as  a  teacher  in  other  towns  where  she  has  been 
employed. 

Winter  Term. 

Taught  by  C.  H.  Stanhope.  Owing  to  sickness  in  this  district  the 
term  closed  before  I  was  able  to  visit  it,  but  we  know  that  Mr.  Stanhope 
is  a  young  man  of  rare  qualities  as  a  teacher,  and  has  given  good 
satisfaction  as  assistant  teacher  in  Brownville  High  school,  under  M.  W. 
Mcintosh. 

District  No.  3,  Summer  Term. 

Taught  by  Miss  Martha  Jones.  "JHere  the  pupils  made  some  progress 
although  this  was  the  first  attempt  at  teaching  by  Miss  Jones. 

District  No.  4. 

This  school  has"been  in  the  hands  of  Miss  Ethel  Brown  for  the  entire 
year,  and  I  am  convinced  that  no  school  in  town  has  made  more 
thorough  progress  than  is  shown  here. 

District  No.  5,  Primary  Department,  Spring  Term. 

Taught'  by  Miss  Jennie  Ordway.  This  teacher,  'having  taught 
twenty-seven  terms  of  school,  thoroughly  understood  her  business  and 
gave  excellent  satisfaction. 

Fall  and  Winter  Terms. 

Taught  by  Miss  Mabel  Hobbs  who  is  a  teacher  of  marked  ability  to 
take  a  school  of  a  higher  grade  but  it  requires  a  teacher  who  has  fitted 
herself  for  this  particular  grade  to  make  a  success. 

Intermediate  Department,  Summer  Term. 

Taught  by  Miss  Annie  Dunbar .  This  is  a  teacher  of  long  experience, 
having  taught  in  some  of  the  leading  towns  of  the- State.  Her  work  was 
thorough  and  no  complaint  of  her,  as  a  teacher,  can  be  made. 

hall  and  Winter  Terms. 

Taught  by  M^ss  Nora  Gould.  fTlus  teacher  worked  faithfully,  but 
seemed  to  shrink  from  inflicting  needed  punishment  on  some  of  the 
unruly  ones.  Words  are  not  sufficient  to  keep  some  of  the  pupils  in 
this  school  under  subjection.  We  regret  that  Miss  Gould's  health  will 
not  permit  her  to  continue  in  this  position. 

Grammar  and  High  Schools. 

We  congratulate  the  people  in  Dist.  No.  5  in  having  Mr.  Gould, 
their  ideal  teacher,  as  their  frequent  petitions  to  the  committee  for  his 
return  to  this  department  indicates .    Mr.  Gould  has  been  here  so  long 
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that  all  are  acquainted  with  his  true  worth  as  a  teacher.  Miss  Jones  as 
assistant  seems  to  he  the  right  one  for  the  position  she  occupies. 

District  No.  7,  Summer  Term. 
Taught  by  Miss  Susie  Bumps .    The  advancement  in  this  school  was 
good  although  this  was  her  first  attempt  at  teaching. 

District  No.  8,  Summer  Term. 
Taught  by  Miss  Mabel  Hobbs.     This  teacher  has  given  excellent 
satisfaction  in  this  district,  and  we  hope  she  will  continue  to  teach  in 
this  grade  of  school. 

Fall  Term. 

Taught  by  Miss  Carrie  Foley.  I  cannot  say  much  in  praise  of  this 
term's  work,  matters  outside  the  school  room  seeming  to  take  the 
attention  of  both  pupil  and  teacher. 

Winter  Term. 

Taught  by  the  Supervisor ,  This  was  a  term  of  school  where  the 
pupils  covered  but  little  ground  but  it  is  safe  to  say  that  the  work  was 
thorough.  A  little  thorough  instruction  is  worth  more  to  the  pupil  than 
many  terms  where  the  teacher  is  aiming  only  to  finish  the  book. 

District  No.  9,  Summer  and  Fall  Terms. 
Taught  by  Miss  Clara  Mitchell.    This  teacher  gave  good  satisfaction, 
having  taught  in  this  district  for  several  terms. 

Winter  Term. 

Taught  by  W.  H.  Monroe.  We  have  noticed  that  Mr.  Monroe 
commands  the  respect  of  his  pupils  and,  with  his  unquestioned  ability 
to  teach,  he  does  not  fail  to  teach  a  good  term  of  school . 
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Grammar. 


Primary. 


The  success  of  our  schools  depends  almost  wholly  upon  the  ability 
and  experience  of  the  teachers  hired. 

It  is  folly  for  a  man  who  wants  to  build  a  fine  house  to  put  the  job 
in  the  hands  of  a  third  rate  carpenter,  for  no  other  reason  than  that  he 
has  built  a  few  good  barns,  will  work  cheap,  and  lives  in  his  own  town. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  it  was  my  good  fortune  to  secure 
teachers  educated  in  one  of  the  normal  schools.  They  came  to  us  well 
recommended,  and  both  were  teachers  of  long  experience.  I  engaged 
them  on  my  own  responsibility  and  they  gave  excellent  satisfaction,  but 
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it  was  the  vote  of  the  committee  to  change  these  teachers  on  the  ground 
that  we  were  paying  too  much  wages  ( $10  per  week.) 

This  arrangement  has  saved  the  town  about  $72,  but  have  our 
schools  kept  up  to  the  standard  as  compared  with  years  past  ? 

Is  it  policy  to  economize  in  this  direction  ? 

I  think  that  the  schools  of  Milo  need  a  little  more  supervision  and  a 
little  less  committee. 

Of  what  use  is  the  supervisor  to  a  town  if  his  actions  are  wholly 
under  the  control  of  the  committee,  where  four  of  its  members  belong 
in  the  same  school  district  ? 

I  must  admit  that  the  school  work  in  Milo  for  the  past  year  has  not 
been  what  it  should  have  been. 

The  authority  of  the  supervisor  at  a  committee  meeting,  held  in 
Dist.  No .  5,  Aug.  10,  was  so  reduced  that  all  that  was  left  to  do  was  to 
visit  the  schools,  report  their  condition,  and  do  any  other  duty  that  was 
not  particularly  pleasant  for  other  members  of  the  committee. 

If  your  schools  have  not  been  a  success  the  past  year  you  must 
remember  that  it  is  the  work  of  a  committee  of  five.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD. 


The  school  census  shows  there  were,  April  first,  1896,  325  persons 
in  town  between  the  ages  of  four  and  twenty-one  years.  Of  this  num- 
ber 263  have  attended  school.  The  average  attendance  was  234.  We 
have  endeavored  to  give  all  children  in  town  equal  advantages  so  far 
as  practicable.  With  slight  exception  eacn  school  has  had  three  terms 
or  twenty-eight  weeks.  It  may  be  of  interest  to  learn  that  for  the 
past  year  it  has  cost  $5.40  to  educate  each  pupil  in  the  village  school, 
and  $9.58  for  each  child  outside  the  village.  187  pupils  have  attended 
the  village  school  and  76  are  registered  as  attending  the  five  rural 
schools. 

Free  High  School. 

The  interest  manifested  in  our  Free  High  School  and  the  large  num- 
ber that  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity  it  affords  of  obtaining 
a  higher  education  is  very  gratifying.  Besides  its  direct  service  to  the 
community,  it  has  a  strong  influence  upon  the  pupils  of  the  lower 
grades,  stimulating  them  to  greater  effort  and  awakening  aspirations 
for  higher  attainment. 

We  hope  every  citizen  will  aid  in  giving  this  school  his  hearty 
support.  A  class  of  seven  was  graduated  from  this  school  at  the  close 
of  last  year  and  received  diplomas.  The  names  of  the  graduates  were 
Katie  M.  Hanscom,  Martha  E.  Jones,  Melvin  W.  Bishop,  Lottie  M.

School  Houses. 


The  Pleasant  River,  Stanchfield  Ridge  and  Drake  school  houses 
are  in  fair  condition.  On  Sargent  hill  we  have  repaired  the  outside  by 
shingling  the  roof  new,  clapboarding  and  painting  the  walls.  A  small 
expenditure  on  the  interior  will  make  it  very  comfortable.  At  the 
Toll  bridge  the  house  is  old  and  rickerty.  If  a  school  is  to  be  main- 
tained here  the  house  should  undergo  some  repairs.  In  No.  3  the 
house  is  poor  and  there  are  so  few  pupils  we  should  recommend  car- 
rying them  to  the  Drake  school.  There  is  no  school  house  at  No.  6, 
and  the  children  are  sent  to  the  Stanchfield  Ridge  school.  The 
Holbrook  house  is  very  poor,  and  we  recommend  that  the  town  build  a 
new  one. 

In  the  village  the  primary  school  has  outgrown  its  quarters.  There 
ire  too  many  pupils  for  one  teacher.    We  have  put  in  more  seats,  but 
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they  are  still  crowded,  and  the  room  is  too  full  for  convenience  or 
health.  The  town  will  very  soon  have  to  provide  a  new  school  room, 
and  immediate  steps  should  be  made  in  that  direction.  We  have  con- 
sidered two  plans  which  will  be  laid  before  you  at  town  meeting — one 
of  repairing  the  old  house  and  the  other  of  building  a  wing  on  the 
new  one. 

Course  of  Study. 

The  movement  that  was  made  four  years  ago  to  improve  the  char- 
acter of  the  work  in  our  schools  by  adopting  a  course  of  study,  has  led 
gratifying  results,  but  it  is  thought  by  some  that  the  time  is  two  brief 
to  complete  all  the  studies  in  that  course  and  at  our  last  annual  meet- 
ing the  School  Board  were  instructed  to  revise  the  course  of  study, 
and  allow  two  years  more  to  complete  it.  We  already  have  a  four 
years'  course  in  the  High  school,  and  it  would  seem  unwise  to  try  to 
keep  scholars  six  years  in  this  school,  and  to  keep  them  two  years 
more  in  the  two  lower  grades,  is  imposssible  with  the  present  accom- 
modations. 

These  schools  are  already  overcrowded.  A  class  must  be.  taken 
out  to  make  room  for  the  new  ones  coming  in.  After  a  careful  con- 
sideration we  recommend  that  a  Grammar  department  be  established, 
making  three  schools  in  place  of  two,  designated  as  the  Primary,  In- 
termediate and  Grammar.  We  can  then  complete  arithmetic,  book- 
keeping, physiology,  and  United  States  history,  in  the  Grammar 
school,  studies  that  are  now  carried  into  the  two  first  years  of  the 
High  school.  We  have  arranged  a  course  of  study  on  this  plan  which 
will  be  placed  before  you  for  your  consideration.
